Kefauver Reveals Plans 
After Wiley Says Pro- 
bers Are ‘Running Aft- 
er Mice’—Hearings to 
Be Held in State.

WASHINGTON, June 23—Con- 
tributions by gamblers to political 
campaigns in Missouri will be in- 


vestigated by the Senate Crime 
Committee, Chairman Estes Ke- 
fauver (Dem.), Tennessee, an- 
nounced today. 

Kefauver made his announce- 
ment after Senator Wiley (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, sharply criticized the 
crime committee for “running 
around after mice” rather than 
trying to uncover ties between 
politics and crime. 

Wiley referred to the “Kansas 
City murders and theft of ballot 
boxes” in Missouri, then said: 
“We should concentrate on that 
one subject. We are running 
around after mice and ought to 
be getting to the breeding place.” 

Plans Missouri Hearings. 

Kefauver promptly announced 
the committee is going into Mis- 
souri to hold open hearings “on 
the basis of evidence we've al- 
ready collected,” including a 
check on contributions of gam- 
blers to political campaigns. 

Kefauver confirr-ed reports that 
a committee investigator in St. 
Louis, George H. White, had ap- 
pealed for more help because he 
has found conditions which are. 
“too big’ for him to handle alone. 
Another investigator already has 
joined White in St. Louis. 

Kefauver’s reference to contri- 
butions by gamblers to political 
campaigns presumably was based 
on disclosures in the Post-Dis- 
patch that large sums of money 
raised by gamblers in St. Louis, 
on the East Side and in Kansas 
City were contributed to the 1948 
political campaigns of Gov. For- 
rest Smith. Following his elec- 
tion, the gamblers hoped the state 
would be wide open for their op- 
erations. However, the “green 
light” failed to flash. " 

$2000 Gift by Molasky. 

William Molasky, an overlord 
of the racing news distribution 
business in St. Louis, testified 
earlier before the Kefauver com- 
mittee that he contributed $2500 
to Smith’s campaign in the fall 
of 1948. Molasky later corrected 
the figure, reducing it to $2000. 
John H. Hendren, chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee, 
admitted receiving Molasky’s gift 
and said most of it went ultimate- 
ly to the Jasper County Demo- 
cratic Committee. 

Kefauver said he did not know 
when the Missouri hearings by 
the committee woulc start. 

A witness at today’s hearing, 
Clifton C. Garner, chief post of- 
fice inspector, testified that C. J. 
Rich & Co., nation-wide hand- 
book operators, with offices in 
East St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, handled “‘up to $500,000 a day 
in bets” in 1949. 

Offices of the Rich firm on 
St. Charles Rock road, operating 
behind a “bronzing company” 
front, were raided June 5 by po- 
lice officers of St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and the Highway Patrol. 
Four men were arrested and a 
vast quantity of records, including 
data on bets placed in Western 
Union offices in many states, were 
seized.

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2 REJECT SHORT PRISON 
TERMS, GET LONG ONES 


Juries Give One Life, Another 
20 Years After They Re- 
fuse to Plead Guilty. 


Yesterday was bad luck day 
for two robbers who received long 
prison sentences from circuit 
court juries after having rejected 
offers of light terms if they would 
plead guilty. 

Lamelle Schwinegruber, an ex- 
convict, who turned down five 
years in exchange for a plea of 
guilty of robbery, was convicted 
last night by a jury which fixed, 
his punishment at life imprison- 
ment. He was identified in Judge 
Eugene J. Sartorius’s court as a 
participant in a $6350 holdup of 
the Lowenstein jewelry store, 
1236 South Broadway, last Dec. 5. 
Schwinegruber did not testify and 
had no witnesses. 

" Raymond H. Politte, 5 South 
Broadway, was found guilty of an- 
other robbery by a jury in Judge 
William K. Koerner’s court and 
his punishment was fixed at 20 
years in prison. Last February 
Judge Koerner had offered to 
sentence him,to three years if he 
would plead guilty to a reduced 
charge. : 

Edwin O. Boyer, 735 Shenan- 
doah avenue, testified Politte 
slugged him with a crucifix. in 
Boyer’s home last Jan. 22 and fled 
with $9. Politte testified he 
fought with Boyer but denied 
taking the money. 

Meanwhile today was good 
luck day for Schwinegruber’s 
companion in the jewelry store 
holdup, Richard L. Menard, who 
was let off by Judge Sartorius 
with a four-year term on his 
plea of guilty. He received con- 
current terms for automobile 
theft and carrying concealed 
weapons. 

First Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Edward L. Dowd, who rec- 
ommended the light term, ex- 
plained Menard had sought to 
plead guilty earlier and accept a 
five-year term, but was persuad- 
ed to withhold his plea until aft- 
er the Schwinegruber trial. Dowd 
said Menard had been in jail six 
months.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 23— 
Missouri’s state old age pension 
program, which has cost a stag- 
gering $422,000,000 since its in- 
ception in 1936, has been growing 
continuously since the end of the 
war in August 1945, and the end 
to this upward trend is not in 
sight. ; 

This business of paying pen- 
sions, the state’s biggest govern- 
mental activity, is taking $1 out 
of every $4 in state general reve- 
nues and huge contributions in 
federal funds to meet the costs 
of the program, which amounted 
to $66,883,000 during the last 
year. 

One out of every three Mis- 
sourians over 65 years of age 
is now on the state’s pension 
payroll. 

Although the Federal Govern- 
ment participates financially and 


has some control over Missouri 
old age pensions, the state pro- 
gram is separate from the old 
age retirement and survivors in- 
surance program under the Fed- 
eral Social Security system. 


Difference in Benefits. 

The federal benefits are paid 
largely out of funds contributed 
by covered workers and their em- 
ployers, while the state pensions 
are handed out as a matter of 
right to needy persons over 65 
rt ane requirement that the

June a Record Month. 

June’s total pension outlay, the 
number of pensioners and the 
size of the average payments all 
were record highs. But this was 
not unexpected. Under the cons- 
tantly growing pension rolls and 
costs in Missouri, new highs have 
been recorded Virtually every 
month in the last five years. 

If the present trend contin- 
ues, it is estimated that the 
state pension ‘rolls will increase 
to 139,500 recipients by next 
— with the aggregate pay- 
ments amounting to more t 
$6,000,000 a month. ~— 

This big public assistance 
program is administered by the 
State Division of Welfare, with 
some supervisory control by the 
Federal Social Security Agency. 

Of the $66,883,000 paid out in 
pensions during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, the state put 
up $25,801,000 and the Federal 
Government contributed $41,- 
082,090, or 61 per cent. 

Pensions are restricted by law 
to persons over 65 years of age. 
Reeipients also must be in actual 
need of aid to be eligible for the 
public assistance. 

Payments Up to $50. 

The state and federal Social Se- 
curity laws authorize the payment 
of assistance in amounts, up to 
$50 a month, necessary to supple- 
ment whatever limited resources 
the recipient has in order to pro- 
vide him with “reasonable sub- 
sistence compatible with decency 
and health.”

The total 1949 outlay was esti- 
mated by the department at $8,- 
550,000,000, a drop of $250,000,- 
000 from 1948 and $1,090,000,000 
below the postwar peak of $9,- 
640,000,000 set in 1947. 

It averaged out to about $57.50 
for each man, woman and child 
in the population—or nearly $90 
for each person over 21 years old. 
In 1948, the general average was 
$60, the over-21 average $93. 

The “hard liquor” class, dis- 
tilled spirits, accounted for the 
cutback in spending last year. 
Outlays fell to $3,650,000,000 in 
1949 from $3,900,000,000 in 1948. 

Beer outlays dipped $10,000,000 
for the second consecutive year 
to a $4,435,000,000 total in 1949, 
.but spending on wine rose an off- 
setting $10,000,000 to a $465,- 
000,000. total.

Conferees of Both Houses 
to Meet on Differences 
—Truman Expected to 
Sign Stopgap. 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP)— 
A stopgap draft bill providing for 


law was rushed through Congress 
yesterday and sped to the White 
House for President Truman’s sig- 
nature. The present law will ex- 
pire at midnight tonight, but Tru- 
man is expected to sign the ex- 
tension today. 

The stopgap bill was sped to 
Truman for his signature by voice 
vote in the Senate and by unani- 
mous consent of the House. 

After the Senate passed the 
stopgap bill yesterday, it shouted 
its approval of a three-year draft 
law extension. It did so after 
beating down for a second time 
a racial segregation plan for the 
armed forces, the idea of Senator 
Russell (Dem.), Georgia, to permit 
service men to join units of their 
own race if they so desire, 


Difference in Bills. 

The Senate and House draft 
bills differ in several respects, the 
chief one being that the House 
bill would extend the draft only 
two years, not three. Differences 
will be ironed out by Senate and 
House conferees. 

In any event, the President ap- 
pears certain to end up with some- 
thing less than his present broad 
authority to order the actual 
drafting of men.

That philosophy is as 
important in the restoration and 
maintenance of fair and friendly 
economic contacts as it is in any 
of the other wide fields of human 
interest and activity. 

“Through an_ interchange of 
knowledge, through mutual under- 
standing, and through closer re- 
lationship among the people of all 
countries, we shall greatly ac- 
celerate our endeavors toward a 
world in which we can all live 
peacefully, prosperously and hap- 
pily together.” 

Warning that results from in- 
ternational action “will not come 
quickly,” Snyder added: “But we

Among the bills introduced to- 
day was one by Alderman Berra 
which would regulate the label- 
ing of packaged meat and meat 
food products.

Boiler Fireman Bill. 

A bill introduced by Alderman 
William C. Brady, at the request 
of the AFL Firemen and Oilers’ 
Union, would require owners of 
buildings with steam boilers op- 
erating at more than 15 pounds 
pressure to the square inch to 
employ a licensed stationary fire- 
man to tend the boiler. Brady 
said the proposed ordinance was 
a “safety measure.” | 

Union officials have informed 
him, Brady said, that many large 
industrial plants now are changing 
their boilers from coal, which re- 
quires a fireman, to gas, which 
does not. The bill proposes cre- 
ation of a new city board to 
license firemen and would make 
it a misdemeanor to have a boiler 
operating without a licensed fire- 
man. 

Also introduced was a pedes- 
trian-control bill, whose principal 
provision would prohibit persons 
from walking against traffic lights 
or against a traffic policeman’s 
signal. Violations would be mis- 
demeanors subject to fines rang- 
ing from $1 to $10. 

The bill would give pedestrians 
right-of-way over automobiles 
making right turns at intersec- 
tions where traffic is controlled 
by a policeman or electric signal, 


right-of-way at “uncontrolled” in- 
tersections, provided they were 
walking in designated cross-walks. 
The bill would become effective 
90 days after signature by the 
Mayor to give the Police Depart- 
ment and city officials time for 
an educational campaign among 
pedestrians and motorists.

The Republican adviser talked 
today with American business 
men and missionaries, foreign 
diplomats and Japanese financial 
and educational leaders.

1. Positive American material 
assistance should be given to 
save Formosa and Southeast Asia 
from the Communists.

15 Years Ago. 

T has been nearly 15 years 

since Bob Olin lost his light- 

heavyweight boxing cham- 
pionship to John Henry Lewis 
at The Arena. The date was 
Oct. 31, 1935. But it didn’t 
seem that long until Bill Heinz 
wrote the story in the current 
issue of the Saturday Evening 
Post, concerning the match. 

Heinz quoted Ray Arcel, 
Olin’s trainer, as saying that 
Bob became so badly frightened 
a few days before the bout that 
it appeared he would unable 
to get into the ring with Lewis. 

Arcel told of calling off his 
last boxing session in prepara- 
tion for the match because Olin 
had appeared at his hotel bed- 
room door the night before so 
badly scared that it was all 
that Arcel could do to quiet 
him down. 

Going back through the files 
preceding the contest, it was a 
wonder the bout was ever held. 

The whole promotion, staged 
by Benny Greenberg with Lew 
Raymond as matchmaker for 
the Jackson Johnson Post of 
the American Legion, was beset 
by troubles. 

To begin with, people here 
couldn’t believe that a cham- 
pionship bout »%n the level 
would be held in this city, 

thinking that such a contest 
would have drawn much more 
money in New York or possibly 
in California. 

Then, just as the fans began 
to become interested, Madison 
Square Garden filed an injunc- 
tion suit against the promotion, 
claiming prior rights on Olin’s 
services. Jimmy Johnston, then 
matchmaker for the Garden, 
came here to prosecute the suit 
but, two days before the fight, 
the Garden withdrew the suit 
on the promise of the winner 
to box for the Garden within 
six months. 

But the damage had been 
done and the night of the fight 
it was obvious to Olin and his 
manager, Harold Scadron, that 
there was not sufficient money 
in the house to pay Olin his 
$15,000 guarantee. The start of 
the contest was held up for 
about a half-hour as efforts 
were made to persuade Olin to 
go into the ring. Mike Jacobs, 
on hand for the match, finally 
talked Olin into going on with 
the bout. 

Then came one of the wildest 
fights ever seen anywhere. Olin 
walked out at the opening bell, 
fired a left hook to John Hen- 
ry’s head and smashed a right 
to the body. That was a signal 
to the fans that a fight was on 
and a real one. 

Wild Fight. 
LIN won the first round 
Q and the second with his su- 
perior aggressiveness but 
even though he hit Lewis with 
everything he had, he didn’t 
hurt John Henry appreciably. 

Lewis went to work in the 
third and in the fourth gave 
Olin a severe beating. It ap- 
peared Bob couldn’t come up 
for the fifth. But he did and 
from then until the end of the 
fight gave the greatest exhi- 
bition of gameness and ability 

‘to “take it” that anybody in 
that building ever saw. 

In the twelfth he was so bad- 
ly dazed that it appeared that 
Referee Walter Heisner would 
have to stop it. Hardened ring- 
siders were on their feet beg- 
ging Heisner to halt the massa- 
cre. But Walter saw that Olin 
was not in dangerous condition 
and he wanted to give the cham- 

pion every chance to retain his 
title. 

Olin himself waved to his 
corner not to dare to stop the 
fight. And so Bob finished that 
round and the next three on 
his feet. Lewis, of course, won 
the unanimous decision but 
Olin was greeted with the 
cheers as he left the ring. 

He received $10,000 of his 
guarantee that night dnd, it is 
understood, was paid the re- 
mainder later. 

Olin and John Henry Lewis 
fought again some years after- 
ward at the Auditorium but it 
wasn't much of a fight and Olin 
was knocked out in four rounds. 

Even with all the pounding 
he took in the ring Olin is in 
good health today, or at least 
was the last time seen in New 
York within the last six months.

ment of troops and armored fight- 
ing vehicles is fire—bullets, shells, 
rockets, land-mines, airplane 
bombs—directed against them in 
a sufficient volume so that the 
men of the attacking force are 
no longer willing to advance, but 
seek cover or retire. 

Any improvement in weapons 
which increases the proportionate 
volume of fire which can be de- 
livered by a given number of 
troops on one side, as compared 
with a like number of the enemy, 
helps in the defense of a given 
position by a smaller number of 
men. But as weapons grow more 
efficient they are likely also to 
grow more complex, and the num- 
ber of different weapons needed 
for an adequate defense tends to 
increase. At the beginning of 
World War I, for example—and 
that is only 36 years ago—an in- 
fantry rifle company was exactly 
what its name implies: a com- 
pany of men armed with rifles. 
In 1945, at the close of World 
War II, the armament of an in- 
fantry rifle company included 
rifles, automatic rifles, light ma- 
chine guns, rocket launchers and 
mortars. Today (in the United 
States Army, at any rate) it also 
includes 57-mm. recoilless cannon. 

Since any of these weapons 
may be attached to a platoon for 
a given operation, it follows that 
all junior officers and sergeants 
must be capable of co-ordinating 
the fire of all of them on the 
battlefield, and must understand 
exactly how each can best. be 
employed to gain the maximum 
fire effect under any conditions 
of weather and visibility, on any 
kind of ground; and against any 
conceivable combination of enemy 
effort. 

Nor is this all. The United 
States infantry rifle regiment of 
today includes, as regimental or 
battalion weapons, both .30 and 

caliber heavy machine guns, 
eavy mortars, 75-millimeter re- 
coilless cannon and a company of 
tanks. 

Fire-Power Up 68 Per Cent. 

Altogether, the fire-power of 
our infantry division has in- 
creased about 68 per cent just 
from 1945 to the present day, 


with a manpower increase of |

only 20 per cent. 
this increase in fire-power is due 
to better weapons; for the most 
part our Army is still using 
World War II material. The in- 
creased fire-power is due _ to 
adding more weapons in propor- 
tion to manpower, and more kinds 
of weapons. 

This process is likely to slow 
down. There are limits to the 
weight of material that can be 
carried by the men and vehicles 
of a division, and to the weights 
of ammunition that can be sup- 
plied them in battle. 


Se future increases in the 
volume of effective fire are 


synthetic liquid fuels made from 
shale oil. 

Boyd Guthrie, chief of the oil 
shale demonstration plant at Ri- 
fle, and Lester W. Schramm, 
chemical engineer at the plant, 
said the cost of producing crude 
shale oil from 30-gallon-a-ton 
shale would be about $1.50 a 
barrel. It was estimated that cost 
of gasoline, diesel oil and heating 
oil made from the crude shale oil 
would be about 8.4 cents a gallon. 

If present trends. continue, 
Schramm said, shale oil soon can 
supplement petroleum at a com- 
parable price.

-éven provided for by the Taft-Hartley 
* Act); introduce compulsory arbitration 
and make decisions of arbitration boards 
final and binding, and permit court re- 
‘view of every award rendered by the 
National Railroad Adjustment Board. 

Since 1934, about 30,000 cases have

It is reasonable to assume that the num- 
ber. will not diminish in the future.

Furthermore farmers and some of 
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Treaty for Japan? 

The leaders of Japan’s new Government have 
asked the State Department’s John Foster Dulles 
for an early peace treaty. They made this re- 
quest with the approval of Emperor Hirohito. 
Apd perhaps they also had the approval of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur since he, too, believes 
such a treaty should be signed soon. 

Sooner or later, of course, a pact will have to 
be negvtiated. Eut before this can be done, the 
United States will have to clarify its attitude 
toward Japan. Perhaps this clarification will 
come as the fruit of the current visits of Mr. 
Dulles, Secretary of Defense Johnson and Gen. 
Bradley to the Orient. Perhaps a hint may be 
found in Mr. Johnson’s statement that American 
troops will remain in Okinawa “for a long time.” 
If it makes sense to keep soldiers on that island, 
then it probably also makes sense to keep troops 
in Japan, treaty or no treaty. 

As Walter Lippmann and James Reston have 
pointed out, this view has recentiy been ques- 
tioned in the Pentagon itself. At the end of 
the war, the matter seemed settled. But since 
Russia acquired the atomic bomb, some of our 
military thinkers are said to have been arguing 
that both Japan and Okinawa are too close to 
the Asiatic mainland to be satisfactory bases for 
American power in the Far East. These men 
believe it would be much wiser to base our main 
strength on the Philippines. This is a military 
problem, and military men will have to settle it. 

The settlement must be worked out against 
the background of Russian policy. This will not 
be easy. For example, some military men argue 
that our ability to threaten Russia with a 
second front in the Orient in the event of a 
European war is offset by the difficulties of 
supplying forces so far away. Further, we might 
have to supply all Japan. Still others fear that, 
after Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the Japanese 
would not be reliable allies. But the problems 
are not all military ones. . 

The State Department, for example, is re- 
ported to believe that the United States is losing 
influence in Japan each day that the occupation 
continues. Certainly, Gen. MacArthur is making 
political decisions which some Japanese may 


eventually use in anti-American. campaigns. 


Already the Communists are trying to make 
capital out of their resistance to the “invader.” 
What would they do if the “invader” boarded 
his ships and sailed away? 

Putting the Japanese more nearly on their 
own would lessen at least somewhat the burden 
on the American taxpayer. Also to be consid- 
ered is the desire of the nations of the British 
Commonwealth, especially Australia and India, 
for a treaty. They have discussed this in sev- 
eral conferences, but have refrained from an 
out-and-out statement lest it embarrass Wash- 
ington. Their desire for a settlement is none 
the less real. 

Secretary Acheson is said to.hold the opinion 
that such a settlement can be most advantage- 
ously negotiated with the present anti-Russian, 
pro-United States Government of Premier 
Yoshida. This regime is willing to grant bases 
and other concessions about which a future gov- 
ernment might be more reluctant. 


Washington must make up its complicated 
mind on all of these points, and it must do so 
in the context of the same basic problem it 
faces in Europe: the ambitions of the Politburo. 
The first consideration must be American se- 
curity. Can this be best served by a continua- 
tion of the Japanese occupation as is, or is the 
time near at hand for a carefully protected 
treaty? 
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Have a Gum Drop 

People can live entirely on gum drops as 
long as 10 days without any harmful effects. 
This fact, long known to children, has now been 
discovered by science. Ten men of the United 
States Air Force ate the gum drops—called 
“starch jellies” for the sake of seriousness— 
in an experiment performed in Alaska. 

To those parents who carry on a running bat- 
tle with their children as to the relative merits 
of candy and good solid food, this is going to 
be a crushing blow. The child whé is told 


not to eat candy before meals, because it might ‘ 


impair his appetite, may reply with the full sup- 
port of the Air Force that he could eat the 
candy and skip the meal, and weather the ex- 
perience in perfect health. ® 

It probably will occur to more than one bright 
child, too, that since the Air Force has done so 
well with gum drops, it ought to look into some 
other problems as well. Is more than one des- 
sert to top off a meal as unadvisable as the 
elders say? Is there any truth in the notion 
that ice cream, pickles, hot dogs and strawberry 
soda pop do not mix well? If the Air Force's 
experts can answer these questions in the nega- 
tive, those wings on their uniforms won't just 
be pinned on, the way children look at it. They'll 
be sprouting from their shoulders. 
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_ Mr. Hennings and Bossism 

Friends of Thomas C. Hennings Jr. think an 
injustice was done Mr. Hennings in these 
columns last Tuesday when we spoke of him 
in connection with the late Boss Binaggio of 
Kansas City. They say in effect that Mr. Hen- 
nings did not pay a visit to the Kansas City 
politician and Capone representative, but that 
the two first met at the Missouri Democratic 
“victory” dinner a year ago in St. Louis. 


After that meeting a Post-Dispatch reporter 
talked with Mr. Hennings concerning reports 
that he would run for the Senate with Binaggio 
support. Mr. Hennings told our reporter that 
he had not solicited support from anyone and 
that he was in no position to “repudiate anyone 
who might endorse me.” He was so quoted in 
our news columns, July 1, 1949. 

We are glad to set this forth in detail. Now 
that Mr. Hennings is waging his campaign for 
the Democratic senatorial nomination partly at 
least on the issue of bossism, voters in his party 
will want to know as much as possible about 
his views on the subject as well as those of his 
opponent, Emery W. Allison. Only as citizens 
are informed are they in a position to discharge 
wisely their responsibilities as voters. 
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A Decision to Be Reversed 

When>a committee can come no closer to a 
firm answer than an 8-to-7 vote, it seems a good 
idea to submit the question to the larger body 
which the committee presumes to guide. Such, 
certainly, is the case of the House Commerce 
Committee’s one-vote rejection of a bill to pro- 
vide federal aid for medical education. 

Quite aside from the fact that such aid was 
intended as a first step in the Administration's 
national health program, the need for more 
doctors. in the United demonstrably 
real. This need can be met only through ex- 


panded medical education. And, considering 
current costs, medical schools can be expanded 
only with governmental help. 

The bill is modest enough. It would provide, 
in the first year after adoption, $47,000,000 for 
construction and tuition. This sum would rise 
to $51,000,000 in the fifth year. Is this too much 
to pay to open the schools to the many quali- 
fied students who now are denied a medical 
career for lack of teaching facilities? Is it too 
much to pay for the protection of the nation’s 
most valuable resource, the health of the people? 

We hope that the House as a whole will re- 
verse its committee's 8-to-7 adverse report. 
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Copper and a Good Neighbor 


Chile is a friendly country, also a cepper 
country. The two facts together mean that the 
United States should not impose a tariff on 
Chilean copper. 

Trade barriers often seem economically re- 
mote, but in Chile they are concrete. The re- 
public is struggling to expand its economy. Chile 
depends on copper exports to the United States 
for more than half the dollars it needs to buy 
machinery. We are its biggest customer and 
supplier as well. 

During the war the United States suspended 
its tariff on Chilean copper because we needed 
that copper badly. But on July 1, the suspen- 
sion is to expire. Unless Congress extends the 
free trade rule, as it should, there will be a 
2-cents-a-pound tax on copper imports. That is 
$40 a ton, and in Chile that is a lot. 


American copper prices virtually control 
Chile’s economy. When the price dropped five 
cents last year, thousands of Chilean workers 
were laid off. There were riots in the cities 
and grumbling against President Gonzalez Vide- 
la’s democratic government. 

Just why this country needs to “protect” its 
own copper industry remains to be proved. If 
the few domestic companies that supply close 
to two-thirds of our copper get their “protec- 
tion,” nobody else will gain. 

Americans would pay millions more for cop- 
per products. Chile would lose $70,000,000 in 
sales, and because of that, the United States 
would lose a considerable export market. Chile’s 
living standard would fall sharply and Ameri- 
cans would get the blame. 

None of this comes under the heading of a 
Good Neighbor policy, and Chile is a good 
neighbor. Congress should act swiftly to halt 
the copper tariff. 
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Mr. Truman Turns Historian 

President Truman says that Emery W. Allison 
will win the senatorial nomination and that there 
is good history to prove it. 

We note that the President did not say that 
Mr. Allison would win the Senate seat. For there 
is also history on that point. Once before as 
White House occupant, Mr. Truman intervened 
in a Missouri race. That was in 1946 when the 
President entered the Democratic primary race 
in the Fifth Missouri District to purge Congress- 
man Roger C. Slaughter. Mr. Truman’s choice, 
Enos Axtell, won, but the battle left open wounds 
which did not heal. The following November 
the voters sent a Republican to Congress from 
that Kansas City district. 

The fact of the matter is that political history 
is such a storehouse of varied precedents that 
anyone can prove almost anything by judicious 
reference to it. 
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The Slavery of Ignorance 

What kind of figure does the Alabama Legis- 
lature think it presents before the country when 
it defies the Supreme Court’s decisions against 
segregated education of Negro students in tax- 
supported universities? 

It is not only a generally-known but a no- 
torious fact that when segregated education is 
provided for Negroes it is inferior to the edu- 
cation provided for whites, even when—as is 
often the case in the South and in other parts 
of the nation—the latter is not of a very high 
order. In Alabama in the latest year for which 
the figures are available the per capita expendi- 
ture for Negro pupils was less than one-third 
the amount of expenditure for white pupils. 

When the legislators at Montgomery say, 
therefore, that “the way of life of the Southern 
people” depends on segregation in the schools, 
they are saying in effect that their way of life 
would be threatened by giving Negroes as good 
an education as is given to whites. Can anyone 
actually respect a “way of life” based on de- 
grading the minds of. one arbitrarily-selected 
element of the population? 

We commend to the Legislature of Alabama 
the words of Robert Charles Winthrop: 


Slavery is but half abolished, emancipa- 
tion is but half completed, while millions 
of freemen are left without education. 
Justice to them, the welfare of the states 
in which they live, the safety of the whole 
republic, the dignity of the elective fran- 
chise—all alike demand that the still 
remaining bonds of ignorance shall be un- 
loosed and broken, and the minds as Well 
as the bodies of the emancipated go free. 
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Remarkable Remark 


The recent death of Field Marshal Wavell re- 
minds us of the wise words which he spoke 
when he relinquished command of the Allied 
Forces in the Southwest Pacific in World War 
II. Said that unusual British soldier: “If one 
fourth of the money and time and energy now 
being spent in the destruction of war could be 
spent in building a peaceful world, what a 
world we could build!” 3 
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Unity Cannot Be Forced 

However much this country would like to see 
Britain join the projected Western European 
coal-steel pool, it would be a mistake to try to 
force that development via the Marshall -plan. 
This is what some Republican Senators are doing 
when they propose to cut ECA aid to Britain 
unless Britain joins up. 

The coal-steel pool involves such basic 
decisions of national policy that the Attlee 
Government is submitting its position to a vote- 
of-confidence test in Commons. Decisions as 
serious as that can only be made by the British 
people. We cannot hope to control the deci- 
sions, and should not if we could. 

Prime Minister Attlee has indicated that 
Britain would have none of its present doubts 
and hesitations over joining a coal-steel pool 
embracing the whole Atlant® community. In 
other words, Britain would unify its basic indus- 
tries with Europe’s if America would. 

Is America willing? With due respect to the 
backers of Atlantic Union, we suggest that 
America is not ready to take that step.

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America’s Menacing Water Shortage

Last winter, stunned New Yorkers awoke 
to the jolting realization that their city 
of more than 8,000,000 faced a frightening 
crisis. There had been warnings of trou- 
ble to come, but now the unthinkable had 
happened. The nation’s largest city was 
running out of water! 

The facts were brutally simple. Manhat- 
tan was using up 1,200,000,000 gallons a 
day, yet for many months far less had been 
coming into the reservoirs. 


The plight of New York dramatized a 
national nightmare, one that haunts com- 
munities from coast to coast. In many, 
there have already been chilling previews 
of what it means to run out of water. 
Look at Roosevelt, N. J. 

Normally this community of 1500 is 
supplied by two artesian wells, but not 
until the pumps ran dry did town offi- 
cials realize the frightening truth. Over- 
night the community was crippled. Men 
were thrown out of work as factories shut 
down. The school was closed. 

Parts of the West have also had a grim 
foretaste of what it can mean when water 
runs short. In much of California, they 
were getting samples of it two years ago 
when the skies remained cloudless at a 
time when rains might normally be ex- 
pected. Soon a brown-out was declared, 
and city after city went back to the dark- 
ness of war years. 


How Americans Use Water 


Scores of communities all over the na- 
tion found themselves in the same predica- 
ment. In Joliet, Ill, stunned officials dis- 
covered that the water level had dropped 
42 feet in a single year! 

What has caused America’s surprising 
water shortage? Population increase, of 
course, is one big factor. Not only has 
domestic use of water soared, but the de- 
mands of modern agriculture and indus- 
try have reached fantastic proportions. 
Over a 60-year period, Chicago's daily per 
capita consumption of water went up from 
114 gallons to 270. 

Every day, Americans manage to use 
125,000,000,000 gallons of water—an in- 
crease of 25,000,000,000 a day in a five- 
year period. The nation’s per capita con- 
sumption is estimated at 800 gallons a 
day—100 more than in 1945. 

Getting water to areas would be easy 
enough if we eould just draw all we want 
from nearby rivers. Unfortunately, hopes 
of using this simple solution are compli- 
cated by the ugly problem of pollution. 

Many cities are forced to use this kind 
of evil water, doing their best to purify it. 
However, the problem is not hopeless. It 
can be solved in time to help lick even 
the immediate water shortage, for modern 
engineering, given public backing, could 
restore the water to something like purity. 

In the Ohio River Valley, probably one 
of the worst polluted areas in America, 
eight states signed a pact in June 1948 


pledging an all-out drive to stop the flow 
of poisonous industrial wastes and un- 
treated sewage. 

Besides cleaning up and tapping the riv- 
ers, there is. another answer to our water 
needs: replenishing nature’s concealed sup- 
ply. Beneath the earth’s surface, at depths 
ranging to hundreds of feet, is a gigantic 
reservoir that contains the _ so-called 
“ground water.” It gets there by trickling 
down from rains and rivers. 


Raising the Ground Level 


In many sections of the country we are 
using up this water faster. than it is be- 
ing replaced, so there is only one obvious 
answer: we must get more of it back into 
the ground. 

Fortunately, engineers can already point 
to some remarkable successes. By stream 


diversion, the water can be made to soak ' 


into the earth, a process carried out in 
New Jersey and cities along the Ohio. An- 
other way is to drill reverse wells which 
return water to the ground. 

Yet many experts believe all these meth- 
ods can only temporarily solve the need 
for water that is going to become vastly 
greater in the future. These experts say 
we must make a dramatic effort to tap the 
greatest water reservoirs of all—the oceans 
and the air, 

Getting fresh water from the sea has 
aroused attention for years. And today a 
device called the Kleinschmidt still is cap- 
able of turning sea water into fresh wa- 
ter at a cost of 50 cents for 1000 gallons. 
These stills are in use by industries. 


As promising as the oceans themselves 
is the moisture-laden ocean of air that sur- 
rounds our planet. The incredible amount 
of water it contains can be judged by the 
fact that each year a total of 15 million 
billion gallons fall on the United States in 
the form of rain or snow! 


Sowing Rain in Clouds 


Recently, news has come from Arizona 
where famed meteorologist Irving Krick 
has been conducting a series of experi- 
ments for the Arizona Weather Associa- 
tion Foundation. With smoke-hurtling ma- 
chines, Krick has sent aloft a spray of 
silver iodide particles and has produced 
some astonishing results. 

According to Krick’s estimates, just 15 
smoke-dispensers could increase the run- 
off of the Salt and Verde watersheds to 
2,000,000 acre feet, double the present 
amount. This is made possible by the 
fact that each smoke generator turns out 
six million billion of the moisture-gather- 
ing particles a minute! 

The water-shortage situation in Ameri- 
ca is certainly a grave one. But scientists 
and engineers are hopeful that, given a 
chance, they can eventually supply us with 
all we are likely to need of nature’s most 
precious liquid treasure.

Reality of World Power 


EUROPE AND THE UNITED STATES, by Vera Micheles 

Dean. (Alfred A. Knopf, 349 pgs., $3.50.) 

Mrs. Dean is the able director of the 
Foreign Policy Association research de- 
partment and editor of its research pub- 
lications. The book she has written, by 
no means her first on foreign affairs, 
is a good summary of “the situation” as 
of this spring. 

It is not intended to add anything sig- 
nificantly new to the discussion of inter- 
national affairs. Anyone who had read 
a good newspaper diligently—and, per- 
haps, selettively—over the last several 
years should not be taken by surprise by 
anything Mrs. Dean has to say. Still, it is 
good to have it collected between boards. 

As far as “objectivity” is possible, Mrs. 
Dean is objective. That is to say, her 

basic assumptions 
and schematic de- 
vices are not hidden 
or twisted, or exe 
treme.

Meanwhile, says Mrs. Dean: “The basic 
issue is not whether, in theory, socialist 
nationalization or communism or laissez- 
faire is in itself wholly good or wholly 
bad. Frustrated and discontented people, 
many of whom are still illiterate or bare- 
ly educated to political responsibilities, 
are far less interested in questions of doc- 
trine than the leaders of clashing groups 
assume. Even in police states govern- 
ments cannot entirely overlook popular 
discontent, as shown by Moscow’s postwar 
efforts to meet consumers’ demands. 

“The real test of socialism, communism 
and liberalism in Europe, as in the case of 
the proverbial pudding, will come in the 
eating—in their practical capacity to sat- 
isfy at least the minimum needs of mil- 
lions who have been aroused by the prom- 
ises of nineteenth-century democracy and 
of the Industrial Revolution to expect 
promptly a modest improvement in their 
living-standards and in their opportunities 
for personal development through educa- 
tion.” 

The history of the next decade may well 
come to be described iff these terms. The 
Marshall plan was one attempt to satis- 
fy the needs of people, largely Europeans, 
so that they would not turn to whatever 
hope they might believe communism holds. 
The next test will come in Southeast Asia 
—and again in Europe, perhaps, when the 
Marshall plan program expires in 1952.

ORRIS SHENKER has appeared in the news recently as attorney

Shenker. 

Why are Shenker’s services so 
eagerly sought by persons accused 
of crime and how does it happen 
that big-time gamblers and those 
who have connections with big- 
time gambling run to him for 
advice and counsel? The 43-year- 
old lawyer is perfectly willing to 
give his answers to such questions, 
though so expert a courtroom per-

WHAT IS Shenker’s technique in criminal cases?’ He says he 
does not rely so much on defense as on the state’s inability to make 
a case. He never inquires of a client whether he is guilty or not 
guilty, but does ask two stock questions: (1.) What did the police say 
you did? (2.) What did you tell the police? He then “knocks him- 
self out on legal points,” seeking technical flaws in the state’s case. 

Shenker, of course, lays great stress on jury selection. He em- 
phasizes to jurors their great responsibility. On the general theory 
that jurors incline to leniency, Shenker tries to provide them ‘a 
legal way to be lenient.” Thus he bears down upon the points that 
aman is innocent until proved guilty; that the whole burden of 
proof is on the state; and that, in case of a reasonable doubt, it must 
be resolved in favor of the defendant. 

* * 

FOR THE MOST PART, Shenker tries to avoid contesting facts, 
but instead tries to fit ‘‘a reasonable theory of innocence into the 
stated facts.” Thus, if the prosecution shows that a man was mur- 
dered, defendant had the gun and the bullet that killed him was 
fired from that gun, Shenker attempts to cast doubt that the defend- 
ant actually pulled the trigger or that he meant to do so. ‘ 

One of his pet devices, according to courtroom observers, is to 
confuse state witnesses. He explains this by saying he tries to make 
it easy for these witnesses to testify the way he wants them to. 
His method is to rephrase witnesses’ answers repeatedly, adding a 
bit of his own ideas. until the witnesses find themselves acquiescing 
with Shenker.

IN DISCUSSING various aspects of his practice, Shenker makes 
clear that he regards himself as ‘‘a technician, a tool-maker.” He 
admits he is not concerned with people’s morals, only their legal 
rights. In a manner of speaking, he has never heard of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. There is no suggestion whatever that he Is inter- 
ested in the broader philosophical aspects of legal practice, but only 
in its narrower aspects. Ih this restricted sphere, Morris Shenker is 
shrewdly at home. In the case of the Pioneer News Service, an ad- 
junct to race track gambling, Shenker relies for justification of its 
right to have telephones on the finding of the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission in 1945 that Pioneer’s business was not proved to 
be illegal. 

Mr. Shenker neglected to add thatgin April 1949, the Public 
Service Commission, on its own motion, authorized the Bell Co. to 
remove Pioneer's telephone lines, though it did leave the door open 
for further hearings. He also neglected to add that, in a similar» 
Kansas City case, involving the Harmony Publishing Co., the com- 
mission held that phone service could be discontinued when used 
for unlawful purposes. It said the evidence clearly showed that the 
racing news distributed by Harmony was being used by bookmakers 
as a necessary adjunct to their unlawful business.

SSiks 
grass standing nearly SS 
shoulder high and 
wondering whether 
“we'd ever get it into 
the barns. Daily show- 
ers and persistent cool 
weather had about convinced us that summer was 
going to pass us by. Then the sun came out hot 
and bright, the mercury soared and we knew that 
haying time was at hand. At the week’s end, with 
1400 bales stored away, we felt well satisfied. Per- 
haps today’s farming is not as picturesque as it was 
in olden times. The farmer is more apt to smell 
of tractor oil than the barnyard. He works as hard 
as eVer. The difference is that he gets a lot more 
done per hour of labor expended. 
* * * 

NOWADAYS THE TRACTOR mowing machine, 
with its seven-foot blade, lays as much hay in the 
swath in a day as could 30 men with scythes, or 
even a half-dozen horse-drawn mowers. Instead 
of the dump rake going back and forth across the 
field with the team in a smart walk, the side-de- 
livery rake moves rapily along, leaving the hay 
in a continuous windrow. And our new rake 
is a beauty—one of the few pieces of farm ma- 
chinery we've ever seen which could be described 
as an efficient and well-designed precision tool. 
Here are no rough-cut, poorly meshing gears full 
of grease, grinding along and picking up dirt 
and hay as they go; no vast array of bolts to work 
loose and angle irons sticking out in all directions 
to bang knuckles and bark shins; no noisy clang- 
ing of metal as you move through the field. 

* * 

WE STARTED OUR MOWING over the week- 
end, in order to have hay in the windrow and 
cured when Nixon Shelly arrived from Farmington 
with his baler. This is another remarkable piece 
of equipment which represents a big advance in 
hay making. Powered by its own engine and 
drawn by the tractor, with the tractor driver 
being the only man necessary, it picks up the 
hay from the windrow and turns out a well-tied 
bale per minute where the stand is heavy. These 
bales are standard weight and tied with twine 
which is treated to withstand moisture and mice, 
to my mind a big improvement over the conven- 
tional wire-tied bales. Of course, as the old farmer 
pointed out, bailing wire is mighty handy for 
tying farm machinery together. And you'd be sur- 
prised at the number of a ee vane it a > ‘ 
that purpose year after year, instead of going to the 
tool shed for tools and a bolt of the proper size WED 50 YE A 
to do a real repair job. What we objett to about 
the baling wire is the amazing faculty it has, despite 
any care you may use, for turning up in the most 
distant corners of the farm to get tangled around 
the feet of the cattle or caught in the mowing ma- 
chine just when you are busiest. 

* * 

WITH THE AUTOMATIC BALER turning out 
800 to 1200 bales a day, getting the hay to the 
barns is a job. But we find the best way to handle 
this is to gather a good crew of boys from the 
neighborhood and haul in from the fields with a 
truck, since this leaves the tractor free for mowing 
and raking. Young Andy Thompson came over 
with his big red truck to do the hauling. Franklin 
and Junior Williams and the Politte boys, with 
Perry and Buddy, gave us a good crew to pick up 
and unload bales. We found that by hauling 64 
to a load, the truck could be run right into the 
barn and unloaded from both sides, which made 
stacking comparatively easy and kept handling to 
a minimum. We lost a bit of time because the 
heavy hay cured slowly, but by Thursday evening 
some 1400 bales were safely stored away. This is 
a matter of 55 tons, a fine showing for our first 
cutting of alfalfa and a good short week's haying. 

. * * 

THE JOB ISN’T OVER, however, by any means. 
While the boys finished up the last half-day, I 
moved down into the bottom field with the mower. 
Here we have another 20 loads of loose hay which 
Perry and Buddy and I will load with the hay 
loader for filling the barn loft at Perry’s house, 
Although this is a task which will go more slowly, 
we aren't quite as dependent on the weather. We 
mow no more hay than we can haul in a day and so 
do not run the risk of having many tons drenched 
in a sudden downpour. The hay loader is a handy 
tool and a big improvement over the old-fashioned 
method of shocking and pitching by hand. Hooked 
behind the hay wagon which is drawn by the 
tractor, it picks the hay from the windrow and 
sends it up in a steady stream to the loaders who 
distribute it with their pitchforks. As with most 
other farm tools, the idea is not so much to make 
the work easier as it is to enable you to get more we 3 3

In English it has 
the meaning of an elaborate solo 
in an opera, oratorio, etc. Two 
pronunciations are current among 
musicians and music lovers: AH- 
ree-uh or AIR-ee-uh.

Overheard on a radio soap op- 
era: “But women adore him—he 
is guh-LAHNT.” 

In Noah Webster’s heyday 
(about a century and a half ago), 
the amorously chivalrous lady- 
killer was spoken of as being 
“guh-LAHNT,” a curious pseudo- 
French pronunciation of a strictly 
English word. 

The English word gallant did 
have its origin in the French 
galant, but the French word (note 
the spelling with only one “1’”) is 
not pronounced “guh-LAHNT.” In 
French, the first “a” is flat as in 
Hal, Sal. The anil syllable has 
the French nasal sound and the 
“t” is silent, thus: ga-LAH(N). 

In modern usage the adjective 
gallant has two dissimflar mean- 
ings: 

1. Courageous; noble in appear- 
ance or action; as, a gallant com- 
mander; a gallant warship. The 
pronunciation is: GAL-unt. 

2. Amorously attentive to wom- 
en: chivalrous. Pronounced guh- 
LANT. Note that the “a” of the 
second syllable is flat as in pant, 
rant. 

The word facade is from the 
French. The “c” has a cedilla 
(a little tail-like mark) under it, 
giving “c” the sound of “s.” The 
only sanctioned English oli 
ciation is: fuh-SAHD; or fa-SAHD 
(the first “a” flat as in fad).

should usually be postponed until 
you have a pretty fair idea of 
whether you are going to be the 
victor or the victim of that par- 
ticular deal.

You could take the pack and 
the red three worth 100 points by 
melding joker-deuce-ace-ace-ace 
if you needed 120, or you could 
save your deuce if you needed 90. 
What’s your play? 

Needing 120, you certainly 
should not sacrifice both your 
wild cards and five cards from 
your hand. (Remember, you don’t 
get an extra draw te replace that 
red three.) 


Nor should you do so needing 
90. Even though you can keep a 
wild card, the remainder of your 
hand is not well suited to taking 
an unfrozen pack; you have very 
few different ranks. You are not 
sure whether you will be victim 
or victor on this deal, but if you 
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take the pack and make the mini- 
mum meld now you increase your 
chances of becoming the victim 
unless you are lucky enough to 
be able to take another fair-sized 
pack pretty soon. 


Thet being so, why not wait 
until you see whether or not you 
are able to take such a pack 
before you meld at all? There 
= good reasons why you should 

O SO. 


Question: Dealing in canasta is 
a slight disadvantage. However, 
it is not always easy to recall who 
dealt the last hand. May we not 
adopt the rule used in Oklahoma, 
that the player who goes out deals 
the next hand? 

Answer: That would not take 


~care of the deals in which no one 


goes out. The official laws pro- 
vide that the deal rotates to the 
left. If you use a “shoe” or “rack” 
it is a simple matter to mark one 
side of it and have that side 
always face the last dealer. 


Question: I put down a red 
three that was dealt to me, then 
made only my regular draw from 
the stock, neglecting to make a 
replacement draw for the three. 
I remembered this on my next 
turn when I counted my cards and 
found only 10. What provision is 
there for me to rectify this short- 
age? 

Answer: None. You must make 
the replacement draw in the same 
turn when the red three is de- 
clared. You may not correct this 
omission later. 


Question: Can you make a ca- 
nasta of black threes in three- 
pack canasta, using only a sin- 
gle wild card? 

Answer: No. You may use & 
wild card only with a meld of a 
pair of black threes. With three 
or more black threes it is not 
permissible to add a wild card.

DAMASCUS, June 23. 
HAVE always been most happy to leave mountain climbing 
to the chamois, the goat, the ibex, and people who live on 
mountain tops and have to climb to get home. 


But today I did a bit of panting up a mountain side and 
was well rewarded. I started my 


climb at the primitive little village 
of Malula, some 50 miles from Da- 
mascus, and finished at a tiny mon- 
astery which sits atop a peak of 
the Syrian Range. 

The little monastery comes as 
close to being out of this world as 
anything in this world can be. The 
only way to reach it is to climb 
for hours over a trail that crosses 
and recrosses a _ swift running 
stream. The trail is so narrow in 
places that even donkeys cannot 
make the ascent. 

* * * 

THE MONASTERY, which is so old that no one knows 
its beginning, has no telephones, no electricity, no running 
water. It is the most peaceful place I have ever seen, with 
only the sound of the soft cry of the mountain wind about 
the whitewashed walls, the occasional cackle of a hen and the 
bleat of a goat. | 

The visitor is greeted by Abuna (Father) Gregorious, a 
gentle, shy, black-bearded man of the Greek Orthodox Church. 
He does not ask who you are or where you came from, but 
his hospitality is as warm as his smile. 

We reached the monastery just before lunch time and 
were armed with box lunches from our hotel in Damascus. 
But Abuna Gregorious would not hear of us eating from our 
boxes. We must, he told us in a quaint mixture of Arabic, 
French and English, have lunch with him and eat of the 
things produced there on the mountain. 

* * * 

A BEARDED SERVANT dressed in the clothes of the 
desert Bedouin, laid the table on a balcony that hung over a 
gorge 3000 feet in depth and commanded a breathtaking view 
of the surrounding mountains, many of them snow-capped, 
and the desert that lay far below. The desert was shimmering 
with heat, but on the balcony it was so cool that we wel- 
comed the handwoven shawls Abuna offered us. 

The meal was as good and as simple as the atmosphere. 
There were loaves of brown-crusted bread, baked in the stone 
ovens there. Goat's milk cheese with a rich and salty tang. 
Big bowls of apricots, plums, cherries, and nectarines. A cold 
' roast ehicken, and a garlicky green salad. And, to wash all 
this down, bottles of a mild, sweet, red wine from the mon- 
astery cellar. 

* * x 

AFTER LUNCH ABUNA took us on a sight-seeing tour. 
The sides of the mountain are dotted with giant caves, cut 
deep into the solid rock. These caves are older than recorded 
history, but archeologists say they were where the pagans 
buried their dead. Some of the caves were used for the wor- 
ship of the sun and in many of them crude drawings of the 
sun and its rays are cut into the rock. 

There was only cne modern touch to the whole day. This 
came when we prepared to leave. Abuna went into the mon- 
astery and came out wearing a brand new pith helmet and 
carrying an expensive camera and tripod. 

He posed us on a big rock, focused the camera, set what- 
ever one sets for a time exposure and, gathering up his skirts, 
dashed into the center of our group. Before the shutter clicked 
he took off his helmet, quickly patted down his hair, gave 
his beard a smoothing stroke, and smiled like a movie idol. 

Where and when he'll get the film developed is a mystery. 

Thanks, Abuna, for one of the. loveliest days of my life.

A Report on the Hohns, Man and 
Wife, Who Three Years Ago 
Gave Up Teaching Careers to 
Make a Living in the Forest

GRAVOIS MILLS, Mo., 


June 23. 

HEN the Hohns, Reinhold 
and Dorothy, turned away 

from the profession of teach- 
ing and became Mr. and Mrs. 
Robinson Crusoe of the forest 
they didn’t know how they were 
going to make a living. That 
could wait. Did the pioneers when 
they pressed into the wilderness 
stop to ask a question like that? 
Well then— 

The Hohns, as was told nearly 
three years ago, were teachers 
at McKendree College, Lebanon, 
Ill., who gave up the culture and 
comfort of professional careers 
and turned back (or was it for- 
ward?) to nature to begin a new 
way of life. 

They started literally from 
scratch, with only a station wagon 
for shelter while building a cabin, 
with no building materials ex- 
cept slabs from a scrap heap and 
the timber that stood on the land 
that they had bought on the Lake 
of the Ozarks. Their resources 
were mostly the. resolution in 
their hearts and the willingness to 
work with their hands. 

In their fight for survival 
against raw nature, by using all 
the devices that Robinson Crusoe 
employed and some that he never 
thought of, they came off more 
than conquerors. In a matter of 
months they were sitting pretty 
on their hilltop in the cabin that 
they called Sawdust Susie. They 
had a place to live, but then they 
came right smack up against the 
question of what they were going 
to live on. Although they had 
done nearly all of their work, 
their financial reserve had been 
greatly depleted for equipment 
and hiring what they could not 
do. They couldn’t eat the scen- 
ery. 

In their anxiety they dug deep 
for the answer and found it— 
chickens. Did they know anything 
about chickens? No. But they could 
learn. It did not take them long 
to find out that there are differ- 
ent kinds of chickens, layers and 
broilers for instance. They had 
to choose between these. They 


. favored layers but decided on 


broilers as the best bet for them. 
For broilers they had to have a 
broiler shed, because broilers are 
bought as day-old chicks and 
brought up under prescribed con- 
ditions until they are 10 weeks 
old and ready for the market. For 
that a shed with equipment is 
needed, or several sheds if the 
business is going to be on a big 
scale. For a beginning the Hohns 
needed one shed. From the De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
state colleges information was ob- 
tained on how to build it. If they 
had had to buy the material and 
pay for the labor the cost would 
have been prohibitive. They had 
the material and they were the 
laborers. 

The shed that they put up was 
46 by 80 feet. The lumber was 
produced by their own sawmill 
from their own trees, felled by a 
power saw and hauled to mill by 
their jeep. They started building 
on July 1. It had to be finished 
by Nov. 11 because 4000 baby 
chicks had been ordered and 
would arrive on that date. 


Came Nov. 10 and the shed 
wasn’t finished. They worked all 
night to’ finish it and get the 
equipment in running order. The 
4000 chicks (Cornish Hampshires) 
arrived on time and were hustled 
under the eight-foot hovers, 650 
under each, for warmth and nine 
days’ initiation into the ways of 
this world, after which they were 
turned loose in the shed. 


In 10 weeks they weighed a 


little more than three pounds 


apiece. They were shipped off to 
St. Louis and Kansas City and 
what with culling and other 
tricks of the trade brought only 
about enough to pay for their 
raising. That wasn’t so good but 
neither was it so bad. The Hohns 
had learned a lot, mostly by mak- 
ing mistakes. They would know 
better next time. The next batch 
they sent to Marshfield and did 
pretty well. After that they made 
a hook-up with a big packing 
company and in spite of a set- 
back on the third batch they have 
done better. 


The setback was something that 
could happen to any broiler out- 
fit. The dreaded Newcastle dis- 
ease got into the flock of 5000 
and they lost 3000. The remain- 


ing 2000 were saved by moving 
them to the basement of the 
house that they were building for 
themselves on the point above the 
lake. The packing company re- 
placed the birds that had died, 
but with the time lost and every- 
thing, there was a loss on the 
batch. 

With the next batch the neces- 
sary precautions were taken and 
there was no recurrence of the 
disease, which is a respiratory in- 
fection producing effects some- 
thing like polio does in humans. 
The preventive is a vaccine, a 
drop of which in the nostril of 
a 10-day-old chick produces im- 
munity and the assurance of a 
happy life for 10 weeks. 

The baby chicks now come in 
batches of 10,500 and are housed 
in two broiler sheds and the hen 
house, utilized until the Hohns 
can finish another shed. This, 
with the feed room, will be 24 by 
150 and have all modern improve- 
ments, including running water 
and automatic feed supply. The 
goal of the Hohns, to be reached 
as soon as they can put up enough 
sheds, is 100,000 broilers a year, 
in four batches, for their experi- 
ence has taught them that the 
broiler business is good on a large 
scale but not so good in a small 
way. 

Turning out 100,000 plump 
broilers is not even going to be 
an all-year affair, Because there 
are summer hazards, the sheds 
will be in operation only during 
the winter, leaving the Hohns 
free in the summer to look after 


= 


their orchard of 700 apple trees, 
finish their home and do other 
chores under the general head 
of expansion. 

When installation of automatic 
feeding and watering equipment 
is completed, the Hohns figure 
that looking after the chicks won't 
take more than half an hour a 
day instead of the hour that it 
now takes. One of the things the 
Hohns try to do is get an early 


Start so as to beat the farm chick- 


ens to the market. The batch 
that came off on May 17 was two 
weeks ahead of the farmers. The 
next batch will come off Sept. 11. 
i 

HE Cornish Hampshires are 
T reddish birds, broad-breasted, 

that take on weight rapidly 
without loss of tenderness. De- 
veloped in the past 10 years, they 
have been described as “the 
chicken of tomorrow.” One of the 
points claimed for them is that 
they are not cannibals in the 
sense of attacking and killing 
each other. . 

When the Hohns started, they 
followed the practice of using

wire netting as flooring to keep 
the chicks from contact with the 
ground. They have discarded the 
wire and are using sawdust, tak- 
ing the precaution to spread 
paper over it around the hovers 
to keep the very young chicks 
from mistaking it for feed. It 
takes only 10 days. After that 
they have more sense than to eat 
the stuff. Apart from its claimed 
advantage over wire, utilization of 
the sawdust is another instance 
of their frugality in utilizing 
everything in the log except the 
whine of the saw. Sawdust was 
used for insulating the walls of 
their cabin and in lieu of a mat- 
tress for their first home-made 
bed. 

The Hohns do not advise others 


to follow in their footsteps unless 
those others have the skills that 
Hohn brought with him and has 
since acquired, the ingenuity of a 
Crusoe and a great fondness for 
hard work. Hohn brought with 


bim a knowledge of steam engines | 
and an adaptability for picking | 


up trades like carpentering and 
masonry.

Remarkably enough, South went 
down a trick at his two-spade con- 
tract, whereas a three no-trump 
bid would have been ice cold for 
his side! At spades, West ruffed 
two hearts, and South lost, in all, 
the heart ace, two ruffs, one dia- 
mond and two clubs. 

The actual and the potential 
outcomes were not, as is some- 
times the case, mere vagaries of 
peculiar breaks or distributions— 
South had every reason to raise 
the no-trump rather than to show 
his spades! Even if the bidding 
had gone: one no-trump by North, 
pass by East, South’s proper re- 
sponse would have been two no- 
trump, not two spades. His hand 
was balanced — no singleton or 
void—and he had an honor in ev- 
ery suit, which made his holding 
quite adequate for no-trump. 

In view. of the East-West part 
score, however, South’s failure to 
bid two no-trump became far 
more serious. Without the part 
score, his two-spade bid would 
have been a one-round force, and 
thus he could have corrected the 
situation; but under the existing 
circumstances, his two-spade bid 
was read by North as mere com- 
petition—a perfectly natural read- 
ing. Since North’s one no-trump 
had been just about a minimum, 
North exercised his privilege to 
pass.
